New Law Curbs 
Pandering Ads 
Mail patrons offended 
by 
pandering advertisements can 
now take steps to curb 
such 
mail, says Postmaster John H. 
Muennink, who 
announced 
plans for administering a new 
law which gives each 
family 
the right to decide that an 
ad 
is "erotically arousing or sex­ 
ually provocative." 
When an advertisement sent 
through the mails is offensive 
on these grounds, a postal 
pa­ 
tron can now ask the post o f ­ 
fice to direct the m a i l e r to 
send no more mail to him and 
to remove immediately the pa­ 
tron’s name from all 
mailing 
lists he owns, controls or rents. 
To assist patrons, the Post I 
Office Department has publish­ 
ed a brief pamphlet -- 
How 
You Can Curb Pandering 
Ad­ 
vertisements — which is 
now 
available at the Hondo Postof­ 
fice. In addition to explaining 
how the law works, the pocket- 
size leaflet contains a form let* 
ter one can use when 
sending 
his complaint to the post 
of- 
flee. 
Postmaster Muennink said: 
"This new law should 
gi ve 
some protection to 
American 
families offended by advertise­ 
ments they believe to be mor­ 
ally harmful, particularly 
to 
their children." 
Last year the Post Office De­ 
partment received some 
140^ 
OOO complaints from those of­ 
fended by pandering advertise­ 
ments.
